PRICE EXTORTION 
WILL BE STOPPED 
BY GOVERNMENT 


War Price Policy of the 
Administration Is An- 
nounced by the New War 
Industries Board. 


PROTECTION ASSURED 


| Allied Governments, Also, 
to Get Supplies at Same 
Prices as United States. 
Prices Now Charged Pure 
Extortion. 


Washington, August 8.—Definite as- 
surances that the American public will 
be protected against profiteering and 
that the allied governments will get 
their war supplies at the same prices 
as the United States is contained in an 
announcement tonight of the adminis- 
tration’s war price policy. 

The pronouncement was made by the 
new war industries board, formed last 
week as a part of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense to have fulf charge of 
the government’s war purchases. It

made clear the administration’s deter- 
mination that there shall be no exorbi-

its products. 
Prices Out of All Proportion. 
Prices now charged for materials 
necessary to the industrial life of the 
nation are out of all proportion, the 
statement ‘said, to the cost of produc- 
tion.

The 'declared, are made on national resources

Already the administration is pre- 
paring for drastic action to reduce 
prices if negotiations with manufac- 
turers fai] to produce results. Robert 
S. Lovett, of the war board, who made 
public the statement, declared the gov- 
ernment was ready for such a contin- 
gency and felt confident it could meet 
the situation. If possible, he said, it 
hoped to accomplish results without 
resort to legislation. 

In the senate today Senator Pome- 


rene introduced a bill to authorize the 


president to fix the prices of iron ore, 
iron, steel and their products and to 
regulate their production and sale 
through the federal trade commission. 
Full power to control the sale and dis- 
tribution of foods, feeds and fuel was 
given to the government today in the 
final passage of the food contro] Dill. 

The administration’s attitude in de- 
manding that American manufacturers 
sell to the allies at the same prices as 
to this government ig that sinoe there 
is a common purpose and since the al- 
lies are buying their supplies with 
American money, justice requires that 
costs be equalized. 

Two Restrictions to Be Enforced. 

Two restrictions, however, will be 
enforced in selling to the allies. One 
is that the allies themselves must apply 
the same rule in selling to each other 
and to the United States, and the other 
is that the arrangement must be lim- 
ited to articles actually used for war 
purposes. Officials hold that the last 
restriction is necessary as a protection 
to American industry and intemd that 
no raw materials shall be sold abroad 
at‘low prices to be made‘up into man- 
ufactured goods and sold back into the 
United States in competition with 
American dealers.

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Fatal Accident Occurs 


While Student Officers 
Are Shooting at Target 


Shell Hits Soft Mud, on Side of Little Kennesaw, 

and, Failing to Explode, Ricochets Mile Out 
of Its Course, Dropping Near a Farmhouse. 
Mrs. Seth Harris, a White Woman, Is Instantly 
Killed, Three Negroes Are Slain, and Fourth 
Negro Is Badly Hurt Late Wednesday After- 
noon. 


ARMY OFFICERS ARE NOW MAKING 
THOROUGH PROBE OF THE ACCIDENT 


Mrs. Harris Had Come to Farmhouse to Employ 
a Negro Servant and Had Remained to Watch 
Smoke From the Batteries— Target of Shells 
Had Been So Arranged That It Was Not 
Thought That There Would Be the Slightest 
Danger to the People of This Section — Army 
Ambulance Is Ordered to Scene.

Marietta, Ga., August 8—(Special.)—Four spectators, one a 
white woman, were killed, and a fifth injured just before dusk this 
afternoon at the base of Kennesaw mountain, when a percussion shell 


fired in target practice from a battery of the student officers’ train- 
ing camp battalion of artillery, richochetted a mile out of its course 
Struck an oak tree and exploded at their feet. 

A fragment of the shell pierced the left breast of Mrs. Seth 
Harris, a resident of the vicinity, and tore a gaping hole completely 


through her body. She was killed instantly, toppling from the buggy 


in which she had driven up to the spot. Smaller fragments injured 


'the horse, but not seriously. 


Bits of the shell penetrated the chest and abdomen of Charlie 
Martin, a negro laborer, aged 48 vears, while a fragment tore out a 
part of his skull, killing him instantaneously. 

James Holloman, Sr., another negro laborer, aged 40 years, 
}was knocked unconscious, while his right leg was blown off above 
the ankle. He died at 10 o'clock tonight from loss of blood. 

James Holloman, Jr., aged 17, a son of the elder Holloman, died 
shortly after the explosion from a severance of the femoral artery in 
the groin. His left foot was also blown off. He was dead when 
the first ambul »ce reached the scene. | 

Willie Heary Coleman, aged 20 years, a negro farmer, was 
painfully injured about both hands. 


SHELL HITS SOFT MUD 
AND FAILS TO EXPLODE. 


The cause of the tragedy is now being thoroughly investigated. Military 
experts agree that the deadly shell, having struck the soft mud near the 
target at which it was aimed, and failed to explode, bounced in the direction 
of the group of onlookers. It had been directed at a course fully one mile 
opposite from the spot at which it finally landed.

A mile, perhaps, to the west of the target is the scene of the tragedy— 
the farmhouse of David Cross on Burnt Hickory road, which skirts the base 
of Kennesaw.

Russian troops are on the offensive 
in the Chotin region on the Russo- 
Galician border, northeast of Czerno- 
witz, and have withstood successfully 
Austro-German thrusts in the region 
of Brody, in Galicia northeast of Lem- 
berg. The Russian forward move- 
ment west of Chotin resulted in the 
capture of two villages and a height. 
The <Austro-Germans lost three hun- 
dred prisoners and four machine guns. 
The Teutonic effort near Brody pene- 
trated the Russian lines, but the at- 
tackers were thrown back by a coun- 
ter attack and the Russian lines re- 
stored. 

A newspaper report from Petrograd 
says that the Russians have evacuated 
the fortress of Kamenetz-Podolsk, the 
capital of Podolia, about thirty miles 
northeast of Chotin, and the garrison 
town of ProskKurov, on the Bug river, 
53 miles north of Kamenetz-Podolsk.

nomics. 

Mr. Wright's substitute for the Bur- 
well-Ennis amendment originally pro- 
vided for the diversion to the Mil- 
ledgeville school of only $10,000, but 
was amended by Mr. Williams, of Meri- 
wether, so as to make it $20,000. 

Burch Launches Fight. 

The house in committee of the whole 
was debating the maintenance appro- 
priation for the university proper when 
Mr. Burch, of Laurens, asked and ob- 


tained permission, in view of the fact! 


that he would be called away by an 
important engagement, that the house 
fake up an amendment to the appropria- 
tion bill for the Milledgeville school, 
passing over for the time the inter- 
vening appropriations for the university 
and its branches.

KEEP THE ANIMALS 
FROM RAIL TRACKS 
TO CONSERVE MEAT 


Washington, August 9.—‘Millions of 
pounds of beef and pork: will be re- 
quired to feed our armies and navies 
and those of our allies, and if we are 
not to have meatless days enforced in 
the United States we should conserve 
our supplies in every practicable way,” 
said President Harrison, of the South- 
today. gz 

“One of the ways in which a very 
substantial saving of our meat re- 
sources may be made is through re- 
ducing the number of animals killed 
on .railroad tracks. On the railroads 
of the United States many thousands of 
cattle and hogs are killed every year, 
and, as those killed in this way are not 
used for food, this loss results in a 
correspondingly large decrease in our 
available meat supply. 

“The responsibility for this loss rests 
primarily on the owner of the animals 
who allow them to stray on the rail- 
road right-of-way. When they are 


killed the law places the responsibility 


on the railroad and the owner suffers 
no direct pecuniary loss. There is, 
however, in addition to the serious re- 
duction of the meat supply of the coun- 
try, a further economic loss through 
the payment by the railroad of money 
which is urgently needed at this time 
for increasing the transportation facil- 
ities of the country, the lack of which 
for the movement of his products to 
market may cause a loss to the farmer 
reater than the amount he received 
or the animals killed on the railroad. 
The extent of this loss may be indi- 
cated by the fact that the Southern 
Railway system alone paid out in the 
twelve months ending June 30, 1917, 
more than $200,000 for animals killed 
on the right-of-way.

In either 
case with a spring wheat crop next 
year equal to that of 1915 the nation 
will have more than one million bush- 
els of wheat for domestic use and ex- 
port. 

This vastly increased production of 
wheat, needed in any case, will be ab- 
solutely essential to prevent a serious 
shortage of breadstuffs next summer 
should the gorwing corn, now behind 


the season, be much damaged by early 
frosts. 


Big Increase Asked of Georgia. | 


The largest percentage increases are 
requested in some ofthe southern 
States. Mississippi leads with 455 per 
cent increase and Georgia comes next 
with 100 per cent increase. Alabama 
is asked for 50 per cent increase, Ar- 
ansas for 37 per cent and South Caro- 
ina for 37 per cent. These southern 
states are anxious to increase their 
acreage by this amount to safeguard 
their own food supply. The increase 
in actual acres, however, is compara- 
tively small in each of these. cases 

The program approved by the secre- 
tary of agriculture represents the best 
thought of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and of state agri- 
cultural officials and state councils of 
defense. 

The study of this question has in- 
volved many factors and the special- 
ists have been aware from the first 
that the demands for wheat may ex- 
ceed the supply next year. Effort, 
therefore, has been made to recom- 
mend in each state about as large an 
acreage in wheat and rye as can be 
sown without upsetting proper farm 
practice which must be maintained. in 
the interest of wheat and rye crops

Some Shortage of Fertilizer. 


The estimates, the department 
states, are made with the knowledge 
that there is some shortage of the fer- 
tilizer supply, but with the under- 
standing that there will be no general 
shortage in the supply of seed or of 
farm machinery which is necessary in 
the production af the wheat crop.

If any one 
or more fail to be adjusted in ood 
time no person can tell how serious 
will be the effect on the total crop. 

The planting and _ cultivation of 
these increased acreages of fall-sown 
grains calls for unusual effort on the 
part of the farmers. Plans to place at 
the disposal of farmers all assistance 
possible are being perfected in_ the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, the state colleges of agriculture 
and other state and local gencies 
which co-operate in farming matters. 
The assistance of successful growers 
of wheat and rye in a campaign to 
turn out bumper crops in 1918 is as- 
sured. 

The state officials will do their ut- 
most to get the acreages expected of 
their states into the ground. e 
program as originally worked out by 
the fedéral department of agriculture 
called for somewhat more than 44,000, - 
000 acres to be sown this fall. When 
this proposal was presented to the 
officials of the several states a fur- 
ther’ increase was considered possible 
and desirable by them. AS a conse- 
quence the recommendation for the 
sowing of 47,337,000. acres is made. 

How to Increase Yield. 


Specialists of the department of 
agriculture and the state agricultural 
colleges hope that by better methods 
the average vield per acre will be at 
least maintained wherever there is a 
fertilizer shortage and will be in- 
creased in other sections. It is stated 
that on the land that could be sown to 
fall wheat this autumn it is possible 
materially to increase the vield per 
acre by putting into practice some 
principles that are already well known 
to most farmers. These should appeal 
especially to those who cannot in- 
crease their usual acreages without 
doing injustice to other crops which 
should be grown. 

These principles may be summed up 
as follows: 

1. Plow early. sive the plowed 
land two months to settle before sow- 
ing where possible. 

2. Compact the late plowed land 
with roller and harrow. 

3. Don’t plow after a cultivated crop. 
Prepare such land With disk and har- 
row. 

4. Make the seed bed a fit place for 
the seed. 

o. Sow with a drill, sound, plump, 
clean seed of adapted variety. 

6. Prevent losses from smut by 
a infected seed with formalde- 

yde, 
7. Make the soil fertile with manure 
{or fertilizers applied judiciously where 
needed. 

8. Reduce winter killing by 
ing the above suggestions.

WILL GUARD HEALTH 
OF THE DRAFT ARMY 


Dr. Randolph Grimm, Fed- 

eral Expert, Outlines the 
Work to Be Done in Six- 
Mile Zone Around Camp 
Gordon. 


Concrete plans for an immediate 
start upon the work of placing the 
zone around the cantonement upon a 
model plane of sanitation are being 
worked out by Dr. Randolph M. Grimm, 
of the United States public health ser- 
vice, who has been sent from Wash- 
ington by the government to take 
charge of this work. 

Dr. Grimm has been in Atlanta sev- 
eral days and has been vigorously at 
work going into the situation. He will 
be assisted in the undertaking by H. H. 
Wagenhals, sanitary engineer with the 
public health service. 

The task which Dr. Grimm has un- 
dertaken is comprehensive in its scope 
and will involve an enormous amount 
of work. It is the plan of the govern- 
ment to co-operate with the county 
and city health authorities, the coun- 
ties of Fulton and DeKalb having al- 
ready agreed to bear their pro rata 
of the expense incurred. 

Grimm to Head Work. 

Dr. Grimm will act as directing head 
and émployees of ‘the county health 
department will, it is understood, act 
under his supervision while prosecut- 
ing the campaign. A number of gov- 
ernment experts will also be sent here 
at a later time to assist Dr. Grimm. 

The plan outlined by Dr. Grimm in- 
volves a thorough sanitary clean-up 
of the territory about the cantonment 
for six miles in each direction. The 
zone coming within the first mile of 
the camp will receive the most vigor- 
ous attention. Precaution will be 
taken to see that all breeding places 
for mosquitoes are removed and 
especial attention will be given. to 
drainage, flies, garbage, cattle Keeping 
and other things injurious to health 
conditions. 

Visits will be made to every house in 
this zone by the government experts 
and advice will be given tenants as to 
how they can bring their premises up 
to the standard required by the gov- 
ernment. The filling of ditches and 
other necessary work of this kind will 
probably be performed by the county 
at actual cost to property owners. 

The Next Five Miles. 


Outside of this one-mile zone the 
territory for five miles will also be 
thoroughly covered, although the work 
will not be as concentrated as in the 
zone contiguous to the cantonment. 

A close tab will be kept upon all 
sickness in the whole 6-mile zone. and 
precautions taken in eachecase to see 
that the disease does not spread. 
Grades and scores will be Kept on all 
households where there is sickness and 
the government’s forces will keep in 
close touch with each case. 

This branch of the government ser- 
vice will have no connection with 
sanitation work within the canton- 
ment itself, as that is performed by 
the military branch. 

While a six months’ campaign has 
been tentatively decided upon between 
the counties and the government, Dr. 
Grimm stated Wednesday that there 
was no certainty about the duration of 
his stay, and that it was probable 
some sort of supervision would be 
exercised along these lines during the 
entire period of the cantonment. 

Will Not Deal With Vice. 

Dr. Grimm will not attempt to deal 
with vice conditions about the can- 
tonment, although he says that this 
feature of the work is one of the most 
important factors in safeguarding the 
health of the soldiers and the com- 
munity. 

“The

handling of the vice situation 
under the hygienic branch of 
the public health service,’’ said Dr. 
Grimm, “and will probably be dealt 
with in due course by the government. 
But our work deals closely with sani- 
tation, the principal object of which 
is prevention of diseases, which good 
sanitary conditions could prevent.” 

Dr. Grimm has established headquar- 
ters on the fifth floor of the court- 
house. in the offices of the public 
works department.

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THE STA TE ‘DEFENSE BILL. 


Pending in the general assembly is an act 
intended to link Georgia with every other 
state in the Council of National Defense, an 
organization in which thirty-eight of the 
forty-eight states of the union are now Co- 
operating to their own as well as to the 
nation’s welfare. 

The main work of the various state com- 
mittees of the Council of -National Defense, 
briefly stated, is to put on record in direct 
and accurate form the resources of the re- 
spective states, listing with detailed statis- 
tics the state’s agricultural, mineral, com- 
mercial and industrial facilities, its railroads 
and water power, developed and possible of 
development, etc.—primarily as a guide by 
which the federal authorities may formulate 
and carry out plans for the strengthening of 
the nation as a whole to meet any emergency 


alike. 

Very probably in some sort of national 
compulsory arbitration law, to apply in 
peace times ac well as during the war—and 


the means for enforcing it—will eventually 


be found the only real and permanent rem- 


 edy for the strike menace. 


At any rate, something has got to be 
done, and the sooner the better; because 
every day of industrial stagnation means 
simply a proportionate prolongation of the 
war.

out which evidently have contributed to the 
apparent hesitancy of the profession gen- 
erally in volunteering for service. The 
general public has not, in all probability, 
thought much of the doctor's situation when 
compared to men in other callings, and it 
occurs to me that some explanation along 
this line may be just to the doctor, and may 
also serve to agitate a matter which may 
lead to greater justice to the army medical 
man. Itis not essential to say the doctor 
is not wanting in bravery. He is daily tak- 
ing his life in hand, placing it in jeopardy 
as he goes forth to heal all manner of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. He never 
hesitates. Can a lack of bravery be as- 
cribed to such men? No, there are other 
reasons behind their slowness to volunteer 
their time andyservice to their country. To 
begin with, what is required of the doctor 
in professional preparation? The very na- 
ture of his calling makes for him a double 
educational necessity. First, he must spend 
many years in literary preparation, for 
he is expected to equal or surpass 
all of his community in this regard. 
Next, the present advanced laws govern- 
ing medical attainment make it neces- 
sary for him to spend not less’ than 
four years in a first-class medical college, 
after which time every ambitious coctor that 
can procures a position in some _ hospital, 
which. means another year or more in his 
training for his life’s work. Thus it will 
clearly be seen that his full educational prep- 
aration is attained comparatively late, and 
then he must settle down in some community 
to come into intimate contact with the older 
and already established and experienced phy- 
sician. The average layman regards the 
elder man as his superior, so that he must 
plod for some years before he feels that he 
has a clientelle which will mean a fixed de- 
cent income to him. In the meantime, too, 
he, like other men, has in most cases as- 
sumed family obligations, making additional 
ties to bind him, 

Now, let’s see what it means to the doc- 
tor, after this early history, to tear him- 
self away and go to the army front? His 
business is unlike that in almost any other 
line. The merchant may leave his with a 
trusted employee, and may find it in even 
better shape on his return than when he left 
it. The farmer can even trust many a wife 
to successfully run his farm during his ab- 
sence. The lawyer is of less consequence 
to the community and will have much less 
trouble on returning in securing a support- 
ing work; the peanut vender can in a day or 
two, on some corner, re-establish his parch- 
ing business, but where is the doctor’s prac- 
tice after he has been away for one, two 
to four years? He must begin all over, 
though in the outset of his profession he has 
had to spend far more time and money in 
preparing himself than is true of any other

writer of New York. 

Mr. Sanger will study all the 
vertising methods in South America, paying 
particular attention to newspapers and othe! 
publications; direct-by-mail advertising, post 
er, street car, and electric-sign advertising, 
and motion-picture, sampling, novelty and 
other advertising. When the investigation 
is completed his conclusions and recommen- 
dations will appear in the form ofa bulletin, 
and this bulletin. as well as his personal 
services in an advisory capacity when he 
returns to this country, will be available 
to any American manufacturer who wishes 
to promote trade in Latin-America by adver- 
tising. 

Before leaving this country the special 
agent will devote two months to visiting 
manufacturers, exporters, advertising agents, 
and others who desire to learn something 
about advertising in South America and who 
have suggestions to make as to the scope 
of the investigation

or during his campaign for office. 

The declined to accept the 
substitute Senator Brown, which 
would have provided for nominations 
by popular vote instead of by the coun- 
ty unit system, as provided in the Neill 
bill, and the Neill bill was passed by @ 
vote of 24 to 7. The following sena- 
tors voted against the bill: 

Beck, Brown, Council, Den- 
ny, Ficklen, Stevens and W ohlwender. 
Provisions of the Bill. 

Briefly the provisions of the Neill 
bill are as follows: 

United 


The party primaries for 
States senator, governor, statehouse of- 


ficers, justices of the supreme court and 
judges of the court of appeals shall be 
held on the second Wednesday of Sep- 
tember of each year in which a general 
election is held. A candidate receiving 
the majority of the popular votes of a 
county shall be considered to have car- 


ried that county and to be entitled to 
the county unit votes of that county; 
that is, two votes for each representa- 
tive the county has in the lower house 
of the general assembly. The candidate 
receiving the majority of county unit 
votes shall be declared the nominee of 
the party by the party convention, the 
chairman of the party state executive 
committee, or such other method as 
may be prescribed by the party execu- 
tive committee. ; 

In cases where no candidate receives 

a majority, however, the nomination 
shal] not be arrived at by a vote in the 
party convention, but by a second pri- 
mary. 
’' Jf two or more candidates should tie 
for the highest popular vote in a coun- 
ty, the county unit vote shall be equal- 
ly divided between the candidates so 
tying. 

Where there are only two candidates 
for any particular office and it ap- 
pears that these candidates have tied 
for the highest county unit vote, the 
candidate receiving the highest num- 
ber of popular votes throughout the 
state shall be declared the nominee of 
the party. 

Provides Second Primary. 


If it shall appear that no candidate 
has received a majority of the county 
unit votes, the two candidates ascer- 
tained to have received the highest 
wWumber of county unit votes each in 
the first primary, shall run again in a 
second primary to be held on the sec- 
ond Wednesday in October, following 
the first primary. If these two candi- 
dates in the second primary should re- 
ceive an equal number of county unit 
votes, the candidate receiving the larg- 
est popular vote shall be declared the 
party nominee. “ 

Where two candidates tie for the 
second highest number of county unit 
votes and nw candidate has a majority

The bill provides an exception, how- 
ever, in cases of a tie in the highest 
Mnumber of county unit votes in races 
for governor and the United States sen- 
ate, the candidate receiving the high- 
est number of popular votes throughout 
the state shall not be declared the nom- 
inee; it being the intention of this pro- 
viso to provide that the majority of the 
county unit vote shall be the determin- 
ing factor for the nomination of the 
United States senator and governor, and 
the plurality of the county unit vote 
shall be the determining factor for the 
homination of all other offices mention- 
ed in the bill. 

The bill does not apply 
elections of members of congress, 
judges of superior cHwPres, solicitors 
general, members of the general assem- 
bly and county officers, except that the 

rimary election for these offices shall 

e held on the date named for the other 
primary elections. ‘ 

Passes Cook County Bill. 

In addition to the Neill primary bill, 
the senate also passed on Wednesday 
by almost unanimous vote the bill of 
Senator Beck for the creation of Cook 
county. The bill provides for the crea- 
tion of this new county out of a por- 
tion of the territory of Berrien county, 
with the city of Adel as the county site. 

The bill of Senator Andrews, to place 
employment agencies and immigration 
agencies under the jurisdiction of the 
-§State department of commerce and la- 
bor, upon reconsideration, was passed. 
The object of this bill is in particular 
to place a curb upon the activities of 
agencies luring colored labor away from 
Georgia farmers, as was done on a 
wholesale scale last winter. 

The Andrews bill amending that act 
creating the board of barber examiners 
s0 as to make the act operative in re- 
gard to one or two legal technicalities, 
was passed.

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Total Production of 3,191,- 
000,000 Bushels Indicated. 
Wheat Shows a Decrease, 


the Total Estimate Being 


653,000,000 Bushels. 


Washington, August 8.—A corn crop 
Surpassing any ever grown before; a 
reduction in wheat prospects, due to 
damage to the spring wheat crop, and 
record crops of barley, rye, white and 
Sweet potatoes, tobacco and hay were 
forecast today in the August 1 crop 
report of the department of agricul- 
ture. 

Corn production was placed at 3,- 
191,000,000 pushels, an increase of 67,- 
000,000 bushels over the July forecast 
and 65,000,000 bushels above the record 
crop of 1912. The showing is due to 
vast improvement in the growing corn 
in Lllinois, Indiana, Iowa and Missouri. 
In Kansas the condition declined to 33 
per cent of normal, compared with 66 
per cent on July 1, and asa result, 
Kansas’ crop is forecast at 81,740,000 
bushels, compared with 169,536,000 
bushels forecast in July. Oklahoma’s 
crop showed a decline from 61 per cent 
of a normal to 306 per cent, with pro- 
duction forecasts reduced from 65,592,- 
000 bushels to 33,844,000 bushels. 

Spring wheat production, forecast 
in July at 276,000,000 bushels, showed 
the results of adverse weather condi- 
tions. The Prospects are put at 236,- 
015,000 bushels, a drop of about 40,- 
000,000 bushels from the July 1 report. 
North Dakota's crop suffered most with 
a loss in prospective Production of 
about 15,000,000 bushels, while South 
Dakota lost almost 3,000,000 bushels, 
and Washington 7,000,000 bushels. 

Winter Wheat. 

Winter wheat, however, .is 
out better than previously forecast, 
with a forecast total of 417,000,000 
bushels, or 15,000,000 bushels more than 
indicated from July conditions. 

The combined yield of winter and 
spring wheat, therefore, shows a re- 
duction of 25,000,000 bushels from the 
production forecast in July. The crop 
forecast from August 1 conditions wil} 
be only 653,000,000 bushels, or 13,000.- 
900 bushels more than harvested last 
year.

UP TO UNITED STATES 
TO SUPPORT KERENSKY 


Moral and Financial Aid 
Must Be Given—General 
Scott Tells Thrilling Story 
of Visit to the Russian 
Front. 


Washington, August 8.—Russia, new- 
est of democracies, grows stronger of 
heart and purpose daily, and with aid 
from the United ‘States, can be de- 
pended upon to do her part in the 
great war and emerge a powerful state. 
This was the message brought to Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lansing to- 
day by Elihu Root and his fellow mem- 
bers of the American mission sent to 
Russia three months ago. 

Unqualified encouragement from the 
United States, moral and financial 
when necessary, is absolutely essential 
to: keeping life in the new government, 
the commissioners agreed. A separate 


peace with Germany obviously is their 


gravest fear. Left to fight along with 
her present government in control, the 
president was told, Russia will emerge 
triumphant and strong, but if either 
by great masses of troops or clever 
propaganda, Germany should accom- 
plish the overthrow of the Kerensky 
government the outlook would be dark 
indeed. > 

Only one written report, it is under- 
stood, was submitted to Secretary 
Lansing. It was not made public and 
may not be. From high sources, it is 
known, however, that the commission 
was agreed on virtually all essentials. 
There may have been differences of 
opinion as to the best methods for 
obtaining results, but the opinion of 
present conditions and high hopes for 
the future was unanimous. 

All Belleve in Russia. 

None was stronger in his conviction 
that there is greatest hope for Russia 
than Mr. Root himself. Though con- 
servative by virtue of long diplomatic 
and political experience, it was with 
difficulty that he suppressed his en-

Mr. Russell went a little further than 


the others by declaring emphatically 
in favor of sending American troops to 
the eastern front immediately. He 
said their presence would be of the 
greatest value in strengthening’ the 
morale of the Russians. 

The military members of the mission, 
headed by Major General Hugh Scott, 
had a thrilling story to tell of experi- 
ences on the Russian firing line, They 
were under fire during one of the great 
offensives launched after the new gov- 
ernment took the reins. 

The return and-reports of the mis- 
sion were about as informal and as 
devoid of secrecy and red tape as any- 
thing Washington hes witnessed in a 
long time. The members arrived this 
morning on a regular train 
throughout the day smilingly answered 
inquiries and seeméd anxious to help 
in every way to disseminate the in- 
formation they had acquired. Final 
work on the report began shortly after 
their arrival and it was ready early 
this afternoon, 

The mission, headed by Mr. Root, call- 
ed at the white house in the after- 
noon and remained with the president 
about an hour. Members of the Na- 
tional Woman's Party made futile at- 
tempts to use a banner addressed to 
Mr. Root, but he entered and left the 
white house yard by a side gate while 
the women waited for him out in front. 

The work of the commission is vir- 
tually ended. Its members will remain 
here a few days, and with the excep- 
tion of the army officers then will re- 
turn to their homes, 

Why Revolution Won. 

In explanation of the apparent ease 
which the Russian people have thrown 
off the forms of a despotic monarchy 
and turned so readily to the idea of 
representative government, Mr. Root 
referred to the fact that the popula- 
tion is nearly 80 per cent agricultural. 
The farmers had long been accustomed 
to the idea of local self-government 


through their mayors in. their little 
communities, and, in a‘larger way, 
through the zemstvos which gathered 
in every district and exercised large 
measure of control over local affairs. Lt 
was comparatively easy to expand the 
idea of local self-government to Nha- 
tional self-government. 

“The extreme element, that favoring 
the destruction of all property, has 
been gotten under control,” said Mr. 
Root. “In fact it had practically been 
driven out of its temporary accendancy 
before the commission left Petrograd. I 
believe its exclusion is permanent. 

“We took a long time to form this 
government of the United States of 
America,’ said Mr. Root, adding with a 
smile, “and 1 judge from the newspa- 
pers that we have not yet perfected it 
und that a good deal remains to be 
done... It will take some time for the 
new ussian government to take form, 
fact that in the short 
of its existence remarkable 
progress has been made in that direc-

General Scott Praises Russ Troops. 

General Scott said that the work of 
the Russian troops in the offensive he 
watched early ine July could not be 
improved upon. He was greatly im- 
pressed by the work of the artillery. 

When the American party arrived at 
Tarnopol on that visit to the front, an 
Austrian airplane was over the 
dropping’ bombs. The Russian 
were vainly seeking to bring the ma- 
chine down. 

The next day they saw from the corps 
commander’s trench the battle map 
unrolled before them with guns drum- 
ming at the trenches about to be as- 
saulted. 

Next morning the assault began with 
redoubled artillery fire.
